No disinterested spectator can deny that 
there is much force in the Japanese protest 
against the alleged violation of the rules of 
neutrality by the French authorities in Indo- 
China, Since the Baltic Meet passed Sing- 
apore, it has been variously reported 1s 
lying in Kamranh Bay and sending out 
scouts to intercept passing merchant vessels. 
During the last day or two it has disappear 
¢d from sight, but few would argue that itis

Government. Japan holds that the French 
have deliberately concealed the presence of 
the Baltic Fleet, but that is rather a strong 
contention in view of the fact that it has 
heen known to the whole world that the 
Vleet was temporarily stationed at Kamranh 
Bay, and that it was replenishing its coal 
and provision stores: Where the Japanese 
have a distinct grievange is in their allega- 
tion that the French have allowed the Rus- 
siatis to make Kamranh, for the nonce, at
